Larimore (aid, ( May it pleaſe your Honqur my Lord,) upon 
Friday the 18th., of Sept. in the year of our Lord 1668. be- 
tween twelve and one of the Clock at Noon, Ilock'd my doors 
faſt, and lett no body in my houl-c; putting the Keys in my Pock- 
et, I wentto a Hemp-plot (abovt two t urlongs trom my Houle ) 
to pluck Hemp, where I, ( and the ret of my Family ) contt- 
nued ti]l an hour and hal: ot Sun-ſet, and then coming home, 
tound my doors wide open, fo went in, and run up the Stairs, 
igto my Chamber, ( or upper Loft, over my inward Chamber 
wherelT lye,) I then hearing a noiſe (in the Chamber where I 
lye, juſt under me, ) I pecped down through ſome of the chinks 
of the Lott-boards, there 1 lay this Mr. Hawkins (pointing with 
his left hand towards me, but having his face all that time to- 
wards the Judge ) ranſacking and rifling of a Box, in which Box 
was ( then amongſt other G.00ds ) one white Holland Apron, a 
Purſe, and 1n that Purſe was, ( at that time) two gold rings, 
(each of them of the value of 10s.) two ten ſhillings pieces of 
Gold, and 19s. inSilver, all the which fa14 Gold Rings, Gold, 
and Silver, ( except one (mall piece of Silver or two) I then faw 
this Mr. Hawkins ( that is now the Priloner at the Bar, ) take, 
and turn out of this very Purile, ( which I do now ſhew unto 
your Honour ) and he did then ſteal and carry away all the fore- 
ſaid Rings and Money, ( with the ſaid Holand Apron; ) All 
theſe things (My Lord) 1 falv him take out of my Box,and Purſe, 
( tor I was all that time Jooking through the chinks ot the Board:)

L. C. B. Did you ſee him, that is now the Priſoner at the Bar, 
in your Houſe at that time, and in that poſture, by the Oath 
you have taken.

L. C. B. At what time of the day was it that you ſaw him in

Joan Beairjiy, Lay your hand upon the Book, I60k upon the 
Prifoner. I'n«& Evidence that you ſhall give thall be the truth, 

Joan Beamjly. May wt pleate your Honour { my Lord ) upon 
Fryday the 18th. of Septemb. laſt palt, about an hour and halt 
betore Sun-fer, as I was going to Milking 10 the Street ( near 
Larimores houle ) I met Herry Larimore the yonger, and being 
( at that time ) much troubled with the Tooth.ach, I'twwld him 
of it, defiring him to help me to fome hot water, for [ beheved 
that might give me caſe, Larimore replyed, that if I would go 
with him to his Fathers houte, he would help me ty lome; fo go- 
ing both together, we ſaw this Mr. Hawkins (that is now the 
Priſoner at the Bar) run out of Larimores houte with a great 
bunch of Keys in his hand, and run down Larimores Yard 1ato a 
Cloſe of Beans and Weeds, and there hid himſelf; and when we 
came into Larimeres houlc | there heard young Larimore ask his 
Father what Mr. Hawkins did there, Larimore told his Son that 
he had done too much there, for he had robbed him, When 
my Lord Chief Baron Hale heard how theſe three Witnelles a- 
greed in their Evidence, be ſaid, here 1s enough Sworn ( 1t be- 
lieved ) to hang twenty men.

Hawk. I humbly thank your Honour. | 

L.C. B. Larimore, have you any more Witneſles ? 

Lar. Yes, (it it may pleaſs your Honour) a great many more. 

L. C. B. Who are they ? cail them. | 

Lar. Call Richard Mazne, Conſtable. 

Clerk, Crycr, call Richard Mayne, Conſtable, 

Crzer. Richard Mayne Conſtable, who anfwered, here Sir, and 
being ſworn, faid as tolloweth. 

Mayne. My Lord, upon Satwrday the 19th. of September laſt 
paſt, came Herry Larimore Sen. to me, and giving me a \arrant 
trom Sir [eichard Pigott to Search, commanding me (among(t 
others) to lſcarch Mr. Hawkins far ſome Moncy and Goods, 
which he had loſt; and when Iſaw his Warrant, I went tg 740. 
Beamſly Tythingman, and charged him, with three or four others, 
to attiſt me, and coming to Mr. Harzkin's Houle, he denying to 
open his doors, I broke them open, andI went into his houfe, 
and Henry Larimore Sen. did tind in a basket this Gold Ring, 
and Five-{hilling piece of Silver, (Mr. Hawkins bimſelt being 
by whiltt he found them ) fo we had him betore Sir John Croke, 
w ho cgfhmitted him to Priſon, and fo on Sunday morning we 

Fat him to Alizbury. This allo was Sworn by Dodjwerth 
e, Eſq; Tho. Beamly, and young Larimore. 
[..C. B. Said to mc,will vou ask theſe witnelles any Queſtions? 
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Hawk. Yes my Lord ( ifgl may be permitted.) 

L. C. B. You may go on to your Queſtions. , 

Hawk, Thumbly thank your Honour. 

Hawk, Mayne Conſtable, did Larimore defire you to ſearch 
my houſe alone, and did he then tell you, that he ſaw me rob him 
the day before ? 

Conſtable. Larimore did defire me toſearch ſeveral houſes, but 
did not ſay to me that he ſaw you rob him. 7 

Hawk. Where is the Warrant upon which you broke open my 
houſe? Idefire to ſee it. 

Conſt. Here it is, | 

Hawk. Was it Larimore himſelf that found the Ring and Five- 
ſhilling piece ? | 

Conſt. It was Henry Larimore the elder that found it. 

Hawk WasT in the ſame room when he found them ? 

Conſt. You were in the ſame Room when he found them. 

Hawk. This was proved falſc, by Mr. Charles Wilcox, and Ni- 
cholas Faulkner, which perſons kept me 1n the Hall, whilit they 
pretended to find them in the Buttery. 

Hawk. Conſtable, why did you compell me to go before 
Sir John Croke, which you knew was my adverſary ? 

Conſt. We did not force you betore him. 

Hawk. This I proved to be fo, by Michael Reed Gent. Mr. Tho. 
Saunders, Mr. Wilcox, M:. Gonulder, Robert Cajemore, and many 
others that ſaw it. . | 
Hawk. Conſt, Why did you adviſe the Jaylor, Mr. Burch, to 
load me well with Irons? 

Conſt. 1 did not adviſe him to do fo. 

Hawk. Pray (my Lord) ask the Jaylor, Mr. Burch, what 
the Conſtable faid to him, when he*-brought me thither. 

Clerk, Mr. Burch, inform the Court what the Corſtable ſaid 
to you, When he brought Mr. Hawkins to you as a Pritoner. 

Zaylor. ( My Lord) when the Conſtable delivered Mr. Haw- 
kins ty me, on Sunday morning, he ſaid, that Mr. Hawkins was 
a notorious picklock, and that he was confident he could pick 
every lock about the Priſon, and therefore he adviſed me to 
watch him narrowly, and load him well with Irons. 

Thomas Beamſiy being Sworn, his Evidence being the ſame in

Beanſiy. He did rot remember that he had any diſcourſe with 
Mr. Wilcox about that. 

Hawk. Did you not fay to Mr. Wilcox, that your Brother La- 
rimoreto)d you that he had loſt the Stone Rring, and five-ſhilling- 
piece of Silver, which (as he pretended was tound in my houle )

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before the difftcrence began betwixt me and your Brother ; and. 
moreover that your Brother fatd he had an intent to fearch tor 
the ſame a month before ? 

Beamly replied, that he did not remember any luch diſcourſe. 
Hawk. My Lord, may I be heard a word or two. 

L.C. B. You may go on. 

Hank, I humbly thai k your Honour. 

Hawk. (my Lord) | fuppotle that I can prove thete particulars, 

1, That Larimore told Beamiy that he had loft this Gold Ring 
and five-ſhilling y1-ce of Silver (now mQueltion )bctore there was 
any difference between Larimore and my felt, which began in 
Michaelmas F-rm 1667. this was proved by Me. Wilcox. 

2. And that Lyurimore contels'd ( upon his Oath ) before Sir 

ohn Croke, ( upon the 19th. of Sept, ) when I was committed, 
that he loſt the ſaid Ring and piece of Silver about a month be. 
fore, which muſt be about Ang. 19, I his was proved by Mr. 
Browne, Faulkner, and others. 

. I can prove that Larimoye told Sir Richard Piet, ( when 
he went tor his Warrant to ſearch _) that he did ſulpect tevera] 
perſons for robbing him of this Gold-ring and five-ſhilling piece, 
and that T was only one of them ſuſpected perfouns, this Sir Rz- 
chard Pigott did acknowledge to be true. 

But now he ſwears that he ſaw me {teal the Gold Ring and 
five-ſhilling piece out of his houſe on Friday the 18th. ot Sept. 
an hour and half betore Sunſet, 1668.

She being (worn 
ſaid. tha: when ſhe was a Scrvant to Larimore, Which now 1s 
her Husband. ſh: had ſeen Mr. Hawkins, at ſeveral unſcaſonable 
hours in the 11ght ( when her Maſter was 1n bed) Iying lurk- 
ins in and about her Maſters houſe, yard, windows, and doors, 
and 111d that (he believed he lay there for no good intent. 

Hawk, My Lord, may I ask this woman a Queſtion or two? 

L.C. B. You nay do, 1t you pleaſe, 

Hawk, | iumbly thank your Honour. I'll promite you to be. 
brief, 

Hawk. At what time was it, Margare!? Larimore, that you ſaw 
me lurking 8 in your Maſters Yard as you have laid ?

Hawk. But how long may it be fince ? Wiſe. which 1

L.C. B. Lar. Have you any more? 

Lar. (Yes my Lord)to prove that this Ring and Fiveſhilling- 
plece 1s mine. | | 

L. C. B. Call them, who are they? 

Lar. (Eſq; Dodſworth, Sir John Croke's eldeſt Son, ) and 
Mr. Good, Minilter of Long Crendon my Lord. 

Clerk. Cryer, Call Dod;worth Croke Eilqz and Edward Good, 
of long Crendor, Clerk, both an{wered,here Sir. They both be- 
ing Sworn, Mr. Dodſworth Croke ſaid as followeth ; (taking the 
Ring in his hand, turned it up and down, and looked very nar- 
rowly upon it within and without, and put it upon his Fnger, 


and pulling it off ſeveral times 1n the face of the Cuurt and Coun- 


try, he then informed my Lord, ) that he was © :rfder;r, that 
this was Larimzore's ring, and for his proot and credit, tells the 
Court that he had pawned it to Larimore.

1 humbly thank your Honour fer that freedom, but I 
do humbly conceive that the proving of the Jalt point, v/z. that 
the ring, and fiveſhilling piece was either Larimore's own Goods, 
or pawn'd to him, 1s not much material tomy Cafe, for I am tree 
ro contels, ( as much as I can have ground to believe ) which 
is, *thet Larimore might' have the Ring and five ſhilling 
piece of ſilver mn his polieſſton, but the Charge againſt me is, thar 
I ſtole them from him, which I do flatly deny, and do not doubt 
of clearing my ſclt when 1 come to my Defence, if I may be 
heard.

Jauk, Mav it pleaſe your Honour, and the Jury, to take no- 
tice that Mr, Good Swears he bclieves this to be the five (billing 
piece that he pawned to Larimore lalt Sefhions at Buckingham, bur 
F a&chre to know it Larimore Swears that this 1s that piece 

vhich Mr. Good pawned then to him, for he beſt knows. 
C. B. Larimore, what ſay you to that ? 
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Lar. My Lord, I do-ſiwear that this is the ſame five ſhilling 
- piece which Mr. Goo4 pawned to mc, the Jalt Scflions at Buck- 


ineham. 


Hawk. Then my Lord, andthe Jury, be pleaſed to obſerve, 
That Seſſions was held upon the gth. and roth, of July, 1668. . 


but the Difference between me and Lari-nore, ( for Tyths ) was 


begun in M:chie/mas Term, 1667. which 1s near nine Months : 
before that Seſſions ; and notwithſtanding, Larimore did lay to» 
tis Brother Beamſly,! upon the 19th. of - September, that he had 


loſt this very Ring and five ſhilling piece of filver before the dit- 
ference began, which is impoſhble (My Lord ) as appears by 
the Oaths of Larimore, and Mr. (Good, for how could he be rob- 
bed of that five ſhilling piece nine months before he had ir? And 
that he did ſay the very words to his Brother Beamſly we have 
already proved, by the Teſtimony of Mr. Wilcox. _ 
L. C. B. faid, Mr. Hawkins, was this Suit for Tyths begun 
by you againſt this Larimore before the time that Larimore ſwears 
this Felony was committed ?

L. C. B, Who were they that defired you to charge Mr. Haw- 
kins with the (tealing of your Boots ?
